It is our Purpoſe to acquaint you after what Manner this 
worthy Craft of MasonRy was begun; and afterwards how 
it was kept up, and encouraged by worthy Kings and Princes, 
and by many other Worſhipful Men. 

Likewiſe to thoſe that are here, we charge by the Charges 
that belong to every FREE-MaAsoN to keep; for, in Truth, 
Free-MasoNnRY is worthy to be kept well; it is a worthy 
Crait, and a curious Science. | | 

There are ſeven liberal Sciences; of which ſeven it is one; 
and the Names of. them are as follow: 

1. Grammar ;. which teaches us to write and ſpeak properly.

—2. Rhetoric; which teaches us to ſpeak in fair and (oft 
Terms.—3. Logick ; by which we learn to diſtinguiſh Truth 
from Falſehood. —4. Arithmetic; which ſhews us to reckon 
or count all manner of Numbers.—5. Geometry; this teaches 
the Menſuration of Lines, Superficies, Solids, &c. and this 
Science is the Baſis of MasonRy.—6b. Muſic; which teaches 
the Proportions, Harmony, and Diſcords of Sounds, &c.—7, 
Aſtronomy; which teacheth the Motions of the Luminaries, | 
Planets, &c. and how to meaſure their Magnitudes, and de- 
termine their Diſtances k. a I. 
The Riſe of this Science was before Noah's Flood. In the 4th 
Chapter of Geneſis it is ſaid there was a man named Lamech, 
who had two Wives named Adab and Zillab; by Adab he be- 
gat two Sons, Jabal and Fubal; by Zillah he 4 one Son, 
called Naamab. Theſe Children found out the Beginning of 


all the Crafts in the World: Jabal found out Geometry; he 


divided Flocks of Sheep, and built the firſt Houſe of Timber 


- and Stone.—Fubal found out the Art of Muſic; and was the 


Father of all thoſe who handled the Harp.—T ubal Cain was 
the Inſtructer of all Artiicers in Iron and Braſs ; and his Daugh- 
ter diſcovered the Craft of Weaving. 2 
Theſe perſons knew well that God would take Vengeance 
for Sin either by Fire or Water ; wherefore they wrote the 
Sciences they had found out on two Pillars, that they might 
be found after Noab's Flood. —One of the Pillars was Marble, 
which could not be burnt by Fire; and the other Pillar named 


 LLaternes, which would not fink in water. 


In the next Place we ſhall inform you after what Manner 
theſe Pillars were found, on which the Sciences were en- 
graved.— Hermes, who. lived Anno Mund: 2076, in the Reign 
of Ninus, found one of them. He was the firſt that left off 
Aſtrology, to ſearch into the Wonders of nature; he proved 
there was but one God, and divided the Day into twelve 
Hours; he was thought to be the firſt who divided the Zodiack 
into twelve Signs; was Counſellor to Ofpr:is King of Egypt, 
and is reported to have invented Writing and Hieroglyphics, 
and alſo drew up the firſt Laws of the Egyptians. 

In the Year of the World 1810, at the buliding of Babylon, 
Maſonry was in ſuch great Eſteem, that Nimrad, King of 


From what is ſaid above we learn, that theſe Seven Seienzes axe contained un- 
Ger that of Geometry, which teacheth the Menſuration, Ponceration, or Weight of 
every Thing in and upon the Earth. For as every Craftſman, Huſbandman, Navis

Babylon, was a Maſon himſelf; and when the City of Ninive, 
and other Eeſtern Cities were to be built, Nimrod ſent ſeveral 
Maſons, at the Deſire of his Couſin the King of Niniveh, and 
gave them the following Charge: That they ſhould be true 
* to one another, and that they ſhould ſerve the Lord truly 
<« for their Pay, ſo that their Mafter might have Honour, and 
6 all that belonged unto him ;” and ſeveral other Charges he 


gave them, This was the firſt Time that ever a Maſon had 


any Charge of his Craft. | Ry 12 
When. Abraham and Sarah went into Egypt, to teach the 

Egyptians, A. M. 2084, he had a Scholar whoſe Name was 

Hermes; and in his Days the Lords and Eſtates of the Realm 


had fo many Sons, that they had no competent Livelihood to 


find their Children ; on which they conſulted with the King 
of the Country, how they might provide for their Children 
honeſtly, but could find no good Way; and proclaimed it 
through all the Land, that if there were any Man who could 
inform them, he ſhould come unto them, and be well rewarded 
for his Travel. On this Hermes ſaid; © If you will give me 
£* your Children to govern, I will teach them one of the 
<« ſeven Sciences, by following which they may live honeſtly 
* as Gentlemen ſhould, on Condition that I may have power 
* to rule them, as the Science ought to be ruled.” Upon 
which the King and Council granted and ſealed his Com- 
miſnion. And then this Hermes took to him theſe Lords Sons, 
and taught them the Science of Geometry, to work in Stone 


all Manner of Work, that belongeth to the building of 


Churches, Temples Towers, Caſtles, &c. and likewiſe gave 
them a Charge in the following Manner : 1 
I. That they ſhould be true to the King, and to the Lord 
that they ſerved, and to the Fellowſhip whereunto they are 
admitted; that they ſhould call each other Fellow, or Brother, 
and not Servant or Knave, nor any other foul Name; and 
that they ſhould truly deſerve their Pay of the Lotd or Maſter 
of the Work they ſerved. 


2. That they ſhould order the wiſeſt of them to be Maſter 


of the Work; and, neither for Loye, Riches, nor Favour, 
to ſet another that, hath but little Cunning to be Maſter of the 
Lord's Work, whereby the Lord ſhould be evil ſerved, and 
they aſhamed; and alſo that they ſhould call the Governor of 
the Work, Maſter, in the Time that they work with him. 
And many other Charges he gave them; and all theſe 
Charges he made them ſwear to keep by an Oath ; he alſo or- 
dained for them a reaſonable Pay, by which they might live 
honeſtly ; and alſo that they ſhould aſſemble together once in 


every

every Year, to conſult how they might work beſt to ſerve tha 
Lord for his Profit, and to their own Credit; and to correct 
within themſelves thoſe that had been guilty of a Treſpaſs a» 
gainſt the Craft, | 

Thus was the Craft grounded there; aud Euclid gave it the 
Name of Geometry; and it is now called Maſonry. - | 

A. M. 2472. Sithence, long Time after, when * the Child» 
ren of 1 were come into 2 which is now called Jeru- 
ſalem, King David began the Temple of the Lord, or the 
Temple of Jeruſalem ; and he had a great Reſpect for Maſons, 
and he gave them good Pay, and ſeveral Charges after the 
Manner of thoſe given in Egypt. | 

When King David died, Solomon ſent to Hiram Ring of 
Tyre, for an expert Workman, named Hiram Abif+, the Sog 
of a Woman of the Line of Napthali, and of Urias the 1/rae- 
lite, The Letter being to the following Purport : 


KNOW Thou, that my + Father having a Will to build z 
Temple to God, hath been withdrawn from the Performance 
thereof, by the continual Wars and Troubles he hath had, for 
he never took Reſt before he either defeated his Enemies, or 
made them Tributaries unto him. For mine own Part, I bleſs 
God for the Peace I poſſeſs; and for that, by Means thereof, 
I have an Opportunity of building a Temple unto God ; for he 
foretold my Father, that his Houſe ſhould be built during m 
Reign: For which Reaſon, I pray you ſend ſome of your moſt 
ſkilful Men, with my Servants, to the Wood Libanus, to hew 
down Trees in that Place, as the Macedoniant are more ſkilful 
in hewing and preparing Timber than our People are, and J 
will pay them according to your Direction. 


To which Hiram, King of Tyre, replied as follows: 


THOU haſt Cauſe to thank God $, in that he has delivered 
thy Father's Kingdom into thy Hands; and for this Cauſe, 
ſince no News can come unto me more welcome, nor any 
Office of Love more eſteemed, I will accompliſh thy Requeſt 3 
and when I have cauſed a great Quantity of Cedar and Cypreſs - 
Wood to be hewn, I will ſend it to thee by Sea, by my Servants, 

whom Iwill furniſh with convenient Veſſels of Burthen, to

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the End it may be delivered in what Part of thy Kingdom it 
mall pleaſe thee beſt. You ſhall provide us with Corn, which 
we ſtand in need of, as we inhabit an Iſland. 

Solomon, in order to finiſh the Temple that his Father, King 
David, had begun, ſent for Maſons into divers Countries, to the 
Number of Four-ſcore Thouſand, Three Thouſand of whom 
were appointed to be Maſters arid Governors of his Work. 
And Hiram, King of Tyre, ſent his Servants to Solomax 
with Timber and Workmen to forward the Building of the 
Temple; and he ſent Hiram Abif, a Widow's Son, of the 
Tribe of Napthali, who was a Maſter of all his Maſons, Car- 
vers, Engravers, and Caſtors in Brafs, and other Metals that 
were uſed in the Temple; and King Salomon confirmed all the 
Charges which King David had given to Maſons. Thus was 
the worthy Craft of Maſonry confirmed in Jeruſalem, and many 
other Kingdoms; and he finiſhed the Temple A. H. 3000. 
A. A. 3431, happened the Deſtruction of the firſt Temple 
vf Nebuchadnezzar, after it had ſtood four hundred and thirty 
Years. 47 
_ The ſecond Temple began in the Reign of Cyrus, ſeventy 
Years after that Deſtruction: but it being hindered, it was for- 
ty-fix Years in building, and was finiſhed in the Reign of 


Darius, A. M. 3522. 


A. M. 3815, in the Reign of Ptolemy and Cleopatra, Onias 


Þuilt a Jewyb Femple-inZgypt, in a Place called Bubaſtis, and 
© called it by his own Name, © 
. . The Tower of. Stratton, alias Cæſarea, was built by Herod, 
in Pale/line, A. M. 3942; and many ether curious Works of 
Marble; as the Temple of Cæſar Agrippa, to his Memory, 
in a Country named Zenodoras, near Panion, A. MH. 3946. 
He likewi(. pulled down the ſecond Temple that was finiſh- 
ed in the Reign of Darius, and appointed one © thouſand 
arriages to draw Stone to the Place, and choſe out ten thou- 
land expert Workmen to hew and mould Stone; and one 
thouſand he cloathed, and made them Maſters and Rulers of 
the Work, and built a new Temple, H. H. 3947, on the 
Foundation which Salomon had laid, which was not inferior to 
the firſt, and was finiſhed nine Years before the Birth of 
our Saviour. | r 
In the Year 43, after theBirth of Chriſt, Aaſons firſt came into 
England, and built a Monaſtry near Glaſtonbury, in Somerſelſpire. 
In St. Alban's Time, the King of England, who was a 


Pagan, walled in the Town that was then called FJerulum. St. 


Alban was Steward of the King's Houſhold, and had the Go- 


veinment of the Realm: he loved Maſons, cheriſhed _

And when it was proved there 
were found ſome in Greet, ſome in French, and ſome in Eng- 
Id, and ſome in other Languages, and that they were all to 
one Intent and Purpoſe, he made a Book thereof, to ſhew how 
the Craft was founded ; and he ordered himſelf and commanded, 
that it ſhould be read and told when any Maſon ſhould be made, 
and for to give him his Charges : and from that Day until this 
Time, the Manners of Maſans have been kept in that Form, 
as well as Men might govern it. 
Furthermore, at diverſe Aſſemblies, certain Charges have 
been made by the Advice of Maſters and Fellows, to the fol- 


lowing Effect: 


Every Man that is a Maſan, take right Heed to theſe 
8 ; and: if any Man find himſelf . any of thoſe 
Charges, that he ought to pray to God for his Grace to amend z 
and eſpecially you that are to be charged, take Heed that you 
may keep theſe Charges right well; for it is a great Petil for a 
Man to forſwear himſelf upon a Book. | 

The firſt Charge is, that you ſhall be true Men to God, and 
the Holy Church, and that you uſe no Error or Hereſy by your 
Underſtanding or Diſcretion; but be you wiſe diſcreet Men, os 
_ wiſe Men in each Thing. | 
Alſo, that you ſhall be Liegemen to the King, without Trea- 
ſon or any other Falſhood, and that you know no Treaſon or 
Preachery, but you amend privily, if you may, or elſe warn 

the King, or his Council thereof. | 

You ſhall be true to one another; that is to ſay, to every 

Adaſorr of the Craft of Maſonry, that be Maſons allowed: you 
do unto them as you would they ſhould do unto you. 
That you ſhall keep all the Councils of your Fellows truly, 
be it in Lodge or in Chamber, and all other Councils that 
ought to be kept by ne of Brotherhood. 
No Maſon ſhall be a Thief, or Thief's Fellow, or conceal 
ſuch unjuſt Action, ſo far has he may will or know. 
You Mall be true each unto other, and to the Lord or Ma- 
ter that you ſerve, and truly to ſee unto his Profit and his

"You ſhall: call Maſans your Fellows or Brothers; and no 
foul Name, 22 

Lou ſhall not take a Brother or Fellow's Wife in Villainy;

worſhip thereby, but that the Lord may be well and truly 
ſerved. 

Tbat no Maſter take no Work, but that he take it reaſon- 
able; ſo that the Lord may be well ſerved with his own Good, 
and the Maſter to live honeſtly and to pay his Fellows. . 
That no Maſter nor Fellow ſhall ſupplant any other of their 
Work in hand; or elſe ſtand Maſter of the Lord's Work; he 
ſhall not put him out, except he be incapable to finiſh the 
ſame. - 

That no Maſter or Fellow take an Apprentice but for the 
Ferm of Seven Years, and that the Apprentice be able of Birth, 
that is to ſay, free born, and whole of Limbs as a Man —_ 

to be. 

That no Maſter or Fellow take no Allowance from any to 
be made /1aſons, without the Aﬀent and Council of his Fel- 
los, and that he take him for no leſs Term than five or ſeven 
Years; and, that he who is to be made a Maſon, be able in all 
Manner of Degrees, that is to ſay, free born, come of good 
Kindred, true, and no Bondman; and alſo, that he have his 
right Limbs as a Man ought to have. 

That no Maſon take any Apprentice unleſs he have ſufficient 
Occupation to ſet him on, or to ſet three of his F ellows, ar two 
of them at the leaſt on Work. 

That no Maſter nor Fellow ſhall take no Man's Work t to 
Taſk, that was deſirous to go a Journey. 

That every Maſter ſhall pay to his F. ellow but as they de- 
ſerve, ſo that he be not deceived by falſe Workmen. 
© That no Maſon ſlander another behind his Back, to * 

him loſe his good Name, or his wordly Goods. |

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That no Fellow within the Lodge, or without, miſanſwer 
another ungodly or reproachfully, without a reaſonable Cauſe. 
That every Maſen ſhall reverence his Elder, and put him to 
That no Maſon ſhall be a common Player at Hazard, or at 
Dice, or at any other unlawful Plays, whereby the Craft may 
be ſlandered. | | 

That no Maſon ſhall uſe Letchery, nor be a Pander, or 
Bawd, &c. whereby the Craft may be ſlandered.

"cept he have a Fellow with him that may bear him Witneſs 
that he was in honeſt Company. 

That every Maſter and Fellow, that have treſpaſſed againſt 
the Craft, ſhall ſtand to the Award of the Maſters and Fellows, 
to make them accorded if they can ; and if they may not accord 
them, then to go to the common Law. | 

That no Maſter or Fellow, Make, Mould, Square, nor 
Rule, to no Leyer, nor ſet no Leyer within the Lodge, nor 

without, to hew nor mould Stones. | 

That every Maſon receive and . cheriſh ſtrange Fellows, 

- when they come from other Countries, and ſet them to Work, 
if they will as the Manner is; that is to ſay, if they have mould 
Stones in their Place, or elſe he ſhall refreſh him with Money 
unto the next Lodge. ag 1 58 

That every Mafon ſhall truly ſerve the Lord for his Pay, 
and every Maſter truly to make an End of his Work, be it 

Taſk or Journey, if he have his Demand, and all that he

* Richard II. coming to the Throne of his Grandfather, 
he employed William of Wickham, Biſhop of Whinchefter, then 
their Grand-Maſter, to rebuild Węſiminſer-Hall in the Man- 
ner it now ſtands; and alſo New-College at Oxford; but Ri- 
chard being murdered, Henry IV. aſcended the: Throne, and 
appointed Thomas Fitz- Allen, Earl of Surry, Grand-Maſter, - 
who was the Founder of Battle- Abbey, and Fotheringay ; and in 
this Reign Maſonry was in a flouriſhing State; but ſoon after, 
in the Minority of Henry VI. A. D. 1425, the Commons of 
England began to diſturb their Repoſe; and in the third Year 
of his Reign the following Clauſe was made in an Act.

„by the Advice and Conſent aforeſaid, and at the ſpecial Re- 2 
« queſt of the Commons, hath ordained and eſtabliſhed, that 
& fuch Chapters and Congregations ſhal] not be hereaſter hold- 
c en; and if any ſuch be made, they that cauſe ſuch Chap- 
&« ters and Congregations to be holden, and thereof convicted, 
„ it ſhall be adjudged Felony: and that the other Maſons, 
% who come to ſuch Chapters and Congregations, be puniſhed

But this menancing Act was never put in Force, nor were 
the Maſons in the leaſt intimidated from holding their Aſſem- 
blies and Communications; nor did they ever contrive to get it 
repealed, as they did not preſume to meddle with State-Affairs; 
and by cheir own Laws they were forbid to engage in any Com- 
binations. Though the Craft ſuffered greatly by the bloody 
Wars between the Houſes of York and Lancaſter, till the 

Union of the two Kingdoms, when true Maſonry began again 
to dawn in this Part of the World, notwithſtanding Queen 
Elizabeth was no Encourager of the Study of Architecture. 
This Princeſs having been told that Maſons had Secrets that 
they would not diſcover, began to be jealous of their Aſſem- 
blies; and, on St. John's Day, A. D. 1561, ſent an armed 
Force to diſſolve their annual Communication. But Sir Thomas 
Sackville, then Grand- Mafter, ſent ſeveral of the Queen's 
great Officers, who were Maſons, who making honourable 
Report of the Craft to her Majeſty, ſhe ever after eſteemed be 
them, and ſhewed them many Royal Acts of her Favour. *4 

When James I. aſcended the Throne Maſonry flouriſhed 3 
more than it had ever done before, and the famous Injge Jones + 
being Grand Mafter, the beſt Craftſmen from all Parts came to 
him, and he allowed them very good Wages, and ajfo held the * 
Quarterly Communication of the Grand- Lodge, and the Annu- 93 
al General Aſſembly on St. John's Day. He was annually re- 4 
choſen, *till the Year 1618; when William Earl of Pembroke 
was choſe, and being approved of by the King, Inigo Jones

A..D. 1666, Thomas Savage, Earl Rivers, ſucceeded the 
Earl of. St. Alban's as Grand-Mafler ; and in this Year the 
greateſt Part of the City of London was conſumed by Fire, ſo 
that the Free-Maſons were encouraged to rebuild it again, and 
the Deputy Grand-Meaſter, Sir Chriſtopher Wren, formed a 
noble Deſign, in order to render it the moſt regular aud ſplen- 
did City in the World; but his Deſign in general proved abor- 
tive by the Obſtinacy of ſome private Perſons, who would not 
be perſwaded to part with their Properties; though he gave us 
an elegant Specimen of his Workmanſhip, in the re-building 
St. Paul's, ; | | X 
A. Y. 1674, George Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, be- 
came Grand- MAaſter; and was ſucceeded, in 1679, by Henry 
FS SH f Bennet, 
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Bea tet, Earl of Arlington, who, being much engaged in State 
Affairs, could not attend to the Welfare of the Craft; though, 
during his Grand- Maſtenſbip, many Perſons of the firſt Diſ- 
A. D. 1685, upon the Death of the Earl of Arlington, the 
Lodges met and choſe Sir Chriſtopher Wren, Grand- Haſter; 
but at this Time particular Lodges were chiefly occaſional ; Sir 
Robert Clayton had an occaſional Lodge of Maſters who met at 
St. Thomas's- Hoſpital in 1673. If £390 
King William being privately made a Maſon, approved of 
the Choice of Sir Chriſtopher Wren, and greatiy promoted the 
Intereſts of the Craft; he likewiſe appointed the Palace of 
Greenwich to be an Hofpital for old and difabled Seamen, and 
— 4 it to be finiſhed after Inigo Jenes's old Deſign, 
I The fare? Year, Charles Duke of Richmond and Lenox was 
chofen Grand-Mafter, at the Annual Aſſembly in London, and 
approved of by King Milliam; and Sir cos? v5 Wren acted 
as his Deputy; but was again made Grand-Maſter in 1698. 
In the Begining of Queen Anne's Reign Maſonry was ra- 
ther neglected, which was occaſioned through the Careleſsneſs 
of ſeyeral Mafters and Wardens, in not chuſing a Grand- 
Maſter for ſome Years, Sir Chriſtopher being by Age and bodily 
Infirmities rendered mcapable of preſiding : over them. But 
after the Rebellion in the Year 1715, the Maſters and War- 
dens of the Lodges in London, via. at the Gooſe and Gridiron, 
St. Pauls Church-yard; the Crown, in Parker's-Lane, Drury- 
Lane; the Apple-Tree in Charles-Street, Covent-Garden;, the 
Rummer, Channel- Row, Weſtminſter, held a Quarterly Com- 
munication, in order to conſider of a proper Perſon to preſide 
over them; and on St. Jobn's Day, 1717, at their Annual Feaſt 
choſe the oldeſt Maſter Maſon from among themſelves, which 
was Mr. Anibony Sayer, who was accordingly inſtalled at the 
"Gooſe and Gridiron, © © 9 | 
A. D. 1718, George Payne, Eſq. was elected in the room of 

Mr. ' Sayer; and in the following Year John Theophilus Deſagu- 
tiers, F. R. S. was appointed; and after him, in 1720, Mr. 
George Payne was re- elected. The Brotherhood were now re- 
queſted to bring to the Grand- Lodge any antient Writings or 
Records, they might have in their Poſſeſſion that reſpected 
Maſonry, and they were reviſed and ordered to be carefully 
tranſcribed or the Uſe of the Lodges then in Being; and the 
Grand-Ma ter had the Power given him of appointing his own

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J. D. 1721, at the Grand-Loage held in due and ample 
Form on Lady-day 1720, the Craft had the Satisfaction of ſeeing 
Maſonry flouriſh in a moſt extraordinary Degree; and the then 
Grand-Maſter Payne propoſed the moſt Noble Jahn Montague, 
Duke of Montague, for his Succeſſor, who was accordingly 
elected on the twenty-fourth of June, 1721, at the Queen 5+ 
Arms, in St. Paul's Church-yard, when ſeveral noble and emi- 
nent Perſonages were admitted, and among the reſt the preſent 
Earl of Cheſterfield. Dr. 'Deſagulers ſpoke an eloquent Ora- 
tion in Praiſe of the Craft; and they then marched in Proceſſion 
to Stationer s-Hall, where a grand Entertainment was pro- 
vided; and the whole was conducted with great brotherly Love 
and Decorum. His Grace the Duke of Montague cauſed ſe- 
veral Communications to be held, in all which he endeavoured 
to encourage the Craft: and their Conſtitutions and Laws were 
collected into one Body by his Order, and printed for the Edi- 
fication of future Lodges. 142 ee ne 
A. D. 1722, Philip Wharton, Duke of Wharton, was elect- 
ed Grand-Maſier; his Grace was very active in viſiting the 
old Lodges, and creating new ones; and many Clergymen, 
Gentlemen and Merchants gained Admiſſion into this honours, 
able Fraternity. And from this Time to the preſent, the 
Craft has been honoured by having the firſt of our Nobility at 
its Head; but in Order to gratify our Readers, Who may 
perhaps be curious to know their Names, we ſhall inſert them 
in their Order, viz.

When this is done, his Shoe and Knee Buckles, Silver Buttons, 
Rings, Breeches Buckle, (if he has one) and the Money in his 
Pockets is taken from him; (and in ſome Lodges they take the 
Buttons from the Coat, and all the Lace off; but this is not the 
general Cuſtom, ) he then is blinded by a Handkerchief or two 
6. tyed over his Eyes, and in this Situation is led into the Room ad= 
joining to the Lodge, where the Tyler ſtands at the Door. 

While the Wardens are doing this the Brethren in the. Lodge 
put every Thing in Order for his Reception; and the Shape 
or Figure of a Lodge, is very curiouſly drawn with Chalk, 
Stone- Blue and Charcoal intermixed; or with red and white 
Tape, faſtened with little Nails, on the Floor,* at one End 
of the Room. At the Eaſt End of this Drawing {for it ought 
to be due Eaſt and Weſt) is placed an Arm-Chair, or ſmall

The Maſter taking his Place at the Upper End of the 
Drawing, and the Candidate ſtanding at the Lower End 
fronting him, cloſe to the Firſt Step, called the Firſt Degree, 
or Entered Apprentice's Step, the Bible being placed before 
the Maſter in a large Chair, or on a ſmall Table, opened at 
the Goſpel of Sr, John, the Maſter ſays, „Is it of your own 
Free Will and Choice, that you defire to become a Maſon ?”

Tpbey now begin to take their Seats at the Table, according

Fifteen Fellow-Crafts, (finding the Temple almoſt finiſhed, 

and not having received the Maſter's Word, becauſe their Time 
was not come) agreed to extort it from Hiram the firſt Oppor- 
tunity, that they might paſs for Maſters in other Countries, 
and receive Maſter's Wages ; but twelve of theſe Crafts re- 
canted, and the other three were reſolved to carry it on; their 
Names were Fubela, Fubele, and Fubelum, who knew it was 
always Hiram's Cuſtom at high Twelve at Noon, when the 
Men were called off to Refreſhment, to go into the Sanctum 
Sanctorum, to pay his Adoration to the true and living God. 
Theſe Ruffians placed themſelves at the three Entrances of the 
Temple, viz. at the Weſt, the South, and Eaſt Doors. 
At the North Door there was no Entrance, becauſe the Sun 
darted no Rays from thence : thus they waited till he had 
finiſhed his Prayer to the Lord, to extort the Word and Grip 
as he came out, or his Life “; and Hiram came to the Eaſt 
Door, and Jubela demanded the Maſter's Word; but Hiram 
told him he muſt wait, and Time and a little Patience would 
bring him to it; and that it was not in his Power to deliver it 
alone, except Three were together, viz.

The twelve 
Fellow-Crafts who had recanted, hearing the Report, went 
to Solomon with white Aprons and Gloves, as Emblems of their 
Innocence, and informed him of every Thing relative to the 
Affair, as far as they knew; and offered their Aſſiſtance in 
order to diſcover the three Fellow-Crafts, who had diſappeared. 
They ſeparated themſelves into four Parties; three went Eaſt, 
three Weſt, three North, and three South, in Queſt of the 
'Murderers. One of the twelve travelling on the Sea fide, near 
h being fatigued, fat down to refreſh himſelf; but was 
ſoon alarmed by the following hideous Exclamations from the 
Cliff of a Rock: „Oh! that my Throat had been cut acroſs, 
„my Tongue torn out by the Root, and buried in the Sands

The Sentence paſſed on them was the ſame 2s 
they expreſſed in their Exclamation in the Cliff; Julelas 
Throat was cut acroſs ; Jubelo's Heart was torn from under his 
Left Breaſt; and Jubelum's Body was ſevered in two, and 
ſcattered in the South and North. ; 
Atter their Execution, King Solomon ſent the twelve Crafts 
to raiſe their Maſter Hiram, in order that he might be interred 
in the Sanctum Sanctorum. And Solomon told them, that if they 
could not find a Key-word-in him, or about him, it was loſt; 
for there were but three in the World that knew it, and it 
never could be dilivered without the three were together ; 
therefore, as one was dead, it was loſt. But the firſt Sign and 
Word that was made and ſpoke at his raiſing, ſhould de his 
ever after. The twelve Crafts went and cleared the Rubbiſh,
